The Parliament of 
Ireland became the next object of his inveftigation, and 
from which he drew his conclufion, that it either was 
or was not an independent Parliament. Thofe who 
confidered it as under Britifh influence, muft fuppofe it 
of the latterdefcription ;.and:he put a variety of cafes 
to fhew that, if independent, it might decide different- 
ly from the Britith Parliamneat upon the mo/t material 
queltions ; nay, even in the prefent ftruggle, they might 
have forced the Crown to have become the ally of its 
moft inveterate enemy, while it was fupported by the 
wifdom and firmnefs of the Britifh Parliament in main- 
taining a juft and neceflary war. 

His Lordship took notice of the recent proceedings 
of the Irith Houfe-of Commons upon the prefent mea- 
fure, but did not confider their refolution not to reply 
to that part of his Majefty’s meffage as any reafon to 
prevent its hereafter being brought under their difcuf- 
fion. The caufes of the prefent unhappy ftate of that 
country he attributed, in a great meafure, to the total 
want of morality and induftry in the lower orders of the 
people, and that nice chain of gradation in fociety which 
fecured thofe bleflings we fo eminently enjoyed; all 
which, he contended, by a clofe union, they would pof- 
fefs in common. with,ourfelves. Catholic emancipation, 
and reform in Parliament, were mere topics of delufion 
to thofe ignorant people; for fome of the moit diftin- 


| guifhed leaders of ‘the rebellion had owned upon oath, 


and indeed fo the faét appeared, that not one in a hun- 
dred knew what was meant by the one or the other. 

The next point of his argument went to thew, that 
Europe had become civilized in proportion as petty go- 
vernors were got rid of, and the governments became 
fixed as they are at prefent; from whence he inferred, 
that by the propofed Union, jealoufies would be remo- 
ved, the Catholics would no longer entertain the hopes 
of gaining the afcendancy, and the Proteftants would 
not be envious of any little indulgencies which might 
be granted them. 

His Lordthip hoped, that in all he had taken the 
liberty of troubling their Lordthips with, they had not 
underftood him to imply a fingle with to force it upon 
the Irifh people. All he fhould propofe was to- have 
regiftered upon their Journals the conditions upon which 
the Britith Parliament were willing to unite with that of 


Treland, when they fliould be fo inclined. 


After dwelling on feveral points, his Lordhip re- 
marked on the neceflity of an Union of ftrength’ and 
fentiment, at the moment wheo the Britith empire was 
threatened by an ‘nveterate foe,.when there was f{earce- 
ly a principle of scfiltance but in Great Britain, and 
when it reited with her alone to interfere for the falya- 
tion of civilized Europe.

“Phe French DireGtory has declared war a- 
gaint the Emperor, and alfo againft the Grand Duke 
of Tuscany. ‘ Hottilities, according to one account, 
are already commenced in the country of the Grifons, 
on the borders of Switzerland, where the French claim 
a vidtory. Ina few days we may expect to hear of 
an action between 'Journan’s army, and that ander the 
Archduke Cuarres. The campaigns that have palit 
have been woefully deftrudtive to the human fpecies, 
and that now commenced is {till more dreadful in its af- 
pect. 

Regarding the prefent fituation of the affairs on the 
Continent, the London paper, the Sun, makes the fol- 
lowipg obfervations : 

The letters from Strafbutgh irform us, that the 
French troops were every where in motion along the 
Rhine, from Bafle to the Mein: ‘General Feaino, 
who commands the right wing of the ceatral army, un- 
der the command in chief of General Jouxpan, pafled 
the Rhine, at Bafle and at Huninguen, on the rf 
inft. and mult no doubt have advanced through the 
frontier towns. ‘T'he head“quarters of General Jour- 
DAN were’on the 4th at Gegenbach—his object mutt 
be, to make himfelf mafter of all the roads to the. Black 
Foreft and to Swabia, and to be on the other fide of 
the mountains which divide that country, before the 
Archduke Cuarces could méet him. ‘The left wing 
of Journan’s army, commanded’ by General Sr Cyr, 
has invelted Philipfourgh, ‘after having taken poffeffion 
of Manheim, with as much ‘eafeyatid'in the fame man- 
ner as Picwecau made himfelf mafter of it in 1795. 
We muft not therefore be farprifed at the I'rench ta- 
king the firft advanced pofts ; we were prepared to 
hear of that event, and-wé may expedct—to them 
continue their progrefs until they meet with the Au- 
(trian troops, either thofe of the army of Tyrol, or the 
army of the Archduke, who will certainly have pro- 
ceeded with the utmolt difpatch towards the important 
point of Ulm. 

According to an.order of the DireGtory, all the 
French troops who are {tationed from the frontiers of' 
the country of the Grifons as far'as the banks of the 
Lahn, are formed into one army, of which Jourpan 
is to be the Commander in Chief; the right of this 
army, under the title of Helvetia, is under the order 
of MAssena, and the left, under the title of the Army 
of Obfervation, is commanded by Berwapotrs.— 
We fee with pleafure the. chief command is given to 
Jovxpan, that one of all the Republican Generals, to 
whom we fhould ourfelves have been mot inclined to 
have allotted it; a General who has had fo little pood 
fortune in war, and ‘has fhewn fo little ability, that we 
may reafonably hope that the Archduke will have the 
fame advantage of him:in 1799 as in 1796.
